at the Castle of Friedrichskron оп the fatal Friday morning were most 
vividly described by the well-informed ^ Berlin Correspondent of the 
Daily News :— 

“ The morning rose cloudy, and’ the early hours passed wearily. Тһе 
Emperor, though ‘never unconscious, was m а state of stupor. Every now 
and then a smile flitted over his face, which wore an expression plainly 
showing that he was not in pain. The last nourishment he took was ап 
orange. The last present he received with a grateful smile was a basketfull 
of waterlilies, such ав ће was wont to find in the Havel when ће bathed 
there every summer. At a quarter to nine I met a person who ‘had come 
direct from ‘the EEmperor’s bedside, and who said, in despairing tones, 
“АН is over now. In a few hours the last struggle will be at ‘an end.” 
It is reported that the Emperor, after his last interview with Prince 
Bismarck, took the Chancellor’s hand, and gently taking the Empress’s 
trembiing white hand, laid it into that of the powerful Minister. 

“А% ten o'clock precisely Sir Morell Mackenzie stepped out of the 
Emperor’s rooms with his hat on; walked rapidly to the Crown Prince 
William, who was waiting for him, and after a few, hurried words they 
went: into the large ground-floor -room where the Emperor was breathing 
his last. He Јау ona brass bedstead, his head raised by large pillows, his 
wan: hand оп the: white ‘coverlet. ~ Sir- Morell Mackenzie stood between 
the bed and a table on which were’ instruments and medicines. The Crown 
Prince William placed himself оп the opposite side. Тһе Empress was 
seated at the lower end of the ‘bed, ‘and afterwards: knelt beside it, and 
remained in this position during the last hours, watching the faint gasps 
of breath. At the foot of the-bed’ knelt the Emperor's four daughters, 
Prince Henry, and “the two daughters-in-law.- | The chaplain. softly 
murmured the Litany. Princess Frederick Charles, who had brought some 
white roses, ана ап hour later strewed them over the Emperor’s’ coverlet, 
stood with the rest of the family. At some distance were the members 
of the household. 

“Тһе chief feature of the room are pictures from the life of Frederick 
the Great,‘ showing remarkable traits in his Ше. > Over.the, bed hangs a 
pencil drawing which arrived only a few days ago, and pleased the Emperor 
so much that he kissed the hand of the Empress, who had caused it to be 
copied from a picture which Queen Louise of ` Prussia sent to King.George.

Frederick, Emperor of Germany, whose death, after long suffering, is 
profoundly felt as а public loss in Germany and all Europe, was born on 
Oct. 18, 1831.
